LONDON, Aug. 1,

About 60 bombs were dropped by n flect
of Zeppelln aleahips that ralded the enst-
arn and southeastern counties of England
fast night, the War Office announced today,
fix, posaibly seven, Zeppeling participated
in the rald, acoording to the War Office
statement, which follows:

Last night, from 10 o'clock to mid-
night, the eastern and southeastern
eountien were attacked by hostile alr-
phipn. ‘The ralders flew at great halght,
Owing to this fact anil patehes of miats,
the alrahips’ movements wars uncertuin
and thelr numiber difficult to determine.

Thera wera nt least aix ships, ns
reckoned by an Independant cbmerver,
It Is probabla that one more flow over
the country without dropping bumbs,

The numbar of bombs was at first
groatly exaggerated, owing to the ma-
Jority falling in thinly Inhabited dia-
tricts and belng heard for a great dis-
tance. The notunl number wan found
to be about sixty.

One ralder, engaged by alreraft and
anti-alreraft guns, was seen to drop
to a low altitude and disappenr in the
mist.

One of the Zeppelin alrahips s belloved
to have been damaged by the heavy fire
directed upon it whila homewnrd bound.

Latest reports on the rald show that the
Germans aro using a naw weapon in thelr
merinl warfara, This 18 an aerial torpedo.
Baveral weeka ago It was reported CGerman
enginesrs had Invented a new engine of
destruction to be used by the Zoppelin alr«
shipa, but this was used for the first time
last night. )

The Evening News seates that the search-
lights of a town on the southenst const de-
tocted tha alrship while It sailed eastward
toward the sea from the Interlor of Eng-
land, The Britlah guns opened a heavy fire
upon the ralder.

As shella burst all around thes Zeppelin
at least one hit the mark, which was clearly
winible under the glare of the searchlighta.
The alrshlp wobbled as it waa struck by the
shell and. the watchers below thought it
would full, but Instead It changed its courss
and flew higher,

GERMAN FOKKERS DRIVE BACK
SQUADRON OF FRENCH PLANES
IN ATTACK ON TEUTON SOIL

BERLIN, Aug. 1.

Defeat of a French alr squadron that had
mvaded Germany for an attack on Muel-
helm and other Rhine citles was pnnounced
by the War Office today. The machine car-
rying the commander of the squadron was
mhot down.

The battle In the alr oceurred Sunday
and was reported from headgquarters in the
following statement under date of July 31:

A  French anlr’ squadron engaged
agulnst Muslthelm was attacked, rguted
and pursued to the vielnity of Nuer-
berg by our Fokkers, The enemy's
head neroplane was shot down northe
west of Muelhausen,

Lieutenant Hoehndorf shot down his
eleventh foe north of Bapaume., Lleu-
tenant Wintgens brought down his
twelfth hostile aeroplans east of
Poronne, A French bipline was shot
down east of Pont-n-Mousson. Another
was brought down by anti-alreraft fire
south of Thiaumont (Verdun front).

was declared at tha War Office to be “une
worthy of deninl.” *“The fucts speak for
themselves,' sald an official there.

SOCIALIST PREDICTS
VICTORY FOR ALLIES

War Has Passed Zenith, Dutch
Leader Tells International
Conference

THE HAGUBE, Aug. 1.—Ths opening hers
of the International oonference of delegates
of the Boclalist partiea of alx neutral coun-
triea wan marked by an address by the
Dutoh leader, M. Toelstra, who lald stress
on the disaustrous consequences of the war
In hampering soclal progress.

Military successes, the speaker declared,
hitherto had been on the side of the Centrud
Powers, but It sesmed that the senlth had
been passed and tha superiority of the Allles
In men and monsy was definitely coming
into play, The vital interests of all Soclals
Ints required them to ask whether the time
had mot arrived for them to resume thelr
lUberty of actlon.

The speaker thought that no durable
Poace was possible on the basis of the
Present war map or the definite destructlon
of “Prusslan militarism,"” but Soclalists
must seo that restoration of tha Inde-
pendence of BHelglum and Poland and the
constitution of & Democratic Balkan federa-
tlon ware made essentlal points of any
Peace program. \

The queation of Alsace and Lorraine was
more diMcult, the speaker sald, and he
balleved the Hoclallst parties of France
and CGermany should slm st some such
sompromise as had been suggested before
the war,

Morris Hillquit, of New York, inter-
Bational secretary of the Sociallst party
of the United States, had been replaced

by Algernon Lee, of Now York.

BERLIN EVADES CIVILIAN
RELIEF, BRITISH CHARGE

Confuses Issue on Feeding Peo-
ple in Invaded Territory,
Foreign Office Says

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Forelgn Offlce
has made a statement in reply to a Berlin
dispatch of Sunday, referring to the feed-
Ing of the civillan population In the forelgn
territories occupled by the Germans, The
wtatement In part says:

To Judge from the message from Berlin,
the German Government s attempting to
escape from the clear lssue set before It
by the Allled Governments, By trying to
confuse together ms many totally different
questions as posasible.

“In A& communication, which hnn not been
published, the Allled governments recently
demarnded that in northern Franee and in
the milifary zone of Belgium the German
Government should reserve the harvest for
the c¢ivil population. This (s« n separate
nrgotla‘tlun. on the same lines na that un-
dertaken a year ago with regurd to last
year's harvest In Belglum. It is a negotin-
tion wholly distinet from the déemand which
relates to the conditlons upon which new
relief works can be started.

“Next comesa the question of the larger
part of BEelgium under civil administra-
tlon. This question is not the sublect of
any particular dlgnute at the present mo-
ment, as the German Government was
forooed last April to give binding guarantoss
that no foodstuffs should be exported from
Belglum or used for the occupying army.

“This guarantes applles to the next har-
vest, and although, like all other German
guarantees, it Is constantly being vielaled
by local German ofcials and soldiers, It
Is o guarantee alrendy given and which is
grivdually being enforced by continunl reb-
resentationa from the relief commission.

“What the Allled Governments will feel
obliged to do If the German CGovernment
refuses to comply with the demunds regard-
Ing the harvest In northern France and the
military zone of Belglum s n question
which the Goerman Government has no right
to nsk. The demand made on it g & per-
fectly just one. It ls hoped it will be sup-
ported actively by neutral opinion, and Lf
the Germans refuse It they must face con-
stquences, which perhaps they do not ex-
pect and which they certuinly will not |tke."

SPANISH WOMAN LED
U. 8. TROOP INTO TRAP
ON MEXICAN BORDER

Engaged Soldiers in Parley
While Treacherous Bandits
Fired Volley From Ambush

Near Fort Hancock

ANOTHER RAID - FEARED

FORT HANCOCK, Tax., Aug. 1.—Texan
rangers and Government line ridars patrofled
the border nl night and sarly today seeking
the Mexican bandits who sscaped aftsr the
clash between Amerioan soldiers and tha
outlaws, In which two Americans and five
bandita were slaln.

In avery Mexican village and lonssome
hut along the International line, ths pur-
miern sought tha reneghdes,

Back at the scens of the ambush, guards-
men of Company €. Eighth Massachuseits
Infuntry, trenched thempelves and held thair

outpost position agninst & possibls new
raid.
Citizens along that portlon af the

bordsr begged tha milltary authoritien for
lenyva to eross the Rio Grande and attack
the Iarger bandit bands known to be In that
territory.

Ono of the ohjecta of the rangera’ pursult
wis a woman—n Spaninh woman who s
anld to have had a gulding hand In the
affairs of the Mexl.an ralders.

It was she who really led the moldiers,
customs ofMcinls and cowhoys Into tha trap
thiat had besn Inld for them. It was she
who stood In the doorway of the hut of Pan
Zopulveor and engaged Jamea ID. Bean,
cuntoms ohlef, In conversation while the
bandita Innlde the house—hbellaved to have
been the storehouse of quantities of smug-
gled ammunition—tralned thelr rifles on the
npproaching troopa.  After the firing It was
she who led the eseaping bandits.

The complete mtory of the fight was Arst
told to the correspondent two hours after
the hattle was reported at headquarters.
The story of the ambush goes forwnard
from the time that Bean and Bob Woodn,
ths cowpuncher who was to ba sworn into
the customa service todany, had tralled the
bandita to the Zapulveor hut.

TREACHERY OF MEXICAN.
Zepulveor had been known as n “friendly”
Mexican In this vicinity, Hean galloped
to Fort Haneoek, and Captain H. D, Cuah-
Ing, of the Massachusetts Guard, ordered
saven soldlers of Troop K, Eighth Cavalry,
to the scens under Sergeant Lewis Thomp-

son. The men left thelr horses 200 yards
from thoe hut and cautiously spproached,
They “covered"” the hut of Zepulveor, In

rome way, according to storlen told by the
troopers, another smaller hut K0 yards awany
wan not “eovered.” Bean appronched the
house, calilng upon the occupants to come
out. The woman appeared in the doorway.

“Good evening, senors,' she sald. “What
do you wiah?"

Bean, who speaks Spanish well, went
forward. At this time Hob Woods and
Miks Twomey ware standing with Ssrgeant
Thompaon at a little outhouss of adobe
nnd saplings, midway between the Zepulveor
hut and the other shack,

“Wa learn that you are hiding four ban-

dalt Bean said to the woman,
"No, senor,” responded the woman. *We
ara pacifiers and good people,. We do not

like such evil ones.™

DASH TIPON TROOPERS,

At this moment Repulveor, who s an
old man, slipped from the other hut, carry-
Ing a rifle. He rmised It to hin shoulder
and fired, Woods fell with a bullet through
his back, Zepulveor fired agnin, and two
more dropped. Sergeant Thompson wheeled
to fuoe the old man, and a third bullet
cut o raggod hole In his shoulder. As thia
happened the woman dashed through the
doorway and pelzed a platol.’

“Kill the gringoes,' she shotted,

Four rifles crashoed through the windowa
and Improvised portholes of Zepulveor's
ghack. The old man ralsed his rifle agnin.
As he did one of the troopers fired and
brought him down. He was hit, but not
killed,

The soldlers turnsd thalr attentlon to the
house, fring carefully na they advanced,
The mesquite sage brush was a hundred
yards nwiy. As the soldiers closed In the
womnan appeared In the doorway,

A RUNNING FIGHT.

“Follow me,” she coried, and ran. After
her ran the four bandits. © At thelr head
was Elins Amada. As the dash to the
brush began the soldiers fired a volley,
Amada proved to be the most tempting
target. He fell with seven bullet holes
thraough hia body. The soldlers took up
the' chase, As he ran past Zepulveorns
twitching, writhing body BHean fired a shot
through the head of the bandit

But the others éescaped. In that bush
country It is easy to hide & regiment within
A half mile square,

Carranzi soldiers from the San Igmaclo
garrison came to the border line and took
part In the shooting. The rangers did
not drop the search for a moment.

“We know for a certainty that thers are
any number of bandits living In thess
villages,” sald Sergeant Finley, of the
rangers, “But of coursa, it Is difcult to
prove anything agalnst them. In fact, I
am sura that 1 know the man who warnsd
the bandits that we were after them, but
he has managed to keesp from arrest'

MESSAGE from Emperor Wil

liam to the German Imperial
Chancellor, Dr: von Bethmann-Holl-
weg, on the second anniversary of
the war, transmitted by Reuter’s cor-
reapondent at Amstardam, quotes the
Kaiser as follows:

“There are atill hard times ahead.
After the terrible atorm of two years
of war the desire for sunshine and
peace ia stirring all human hearts,
But the war continues because the
battleery of the enemy Governmenta
atill ia the destruction of Germany.
The blame for further bloodshed
falls only on our enemies. Germany
knows she is fighting for existence;
knows her strength and relies on
God's help. Therefore, there ia
nothing to shake our determination
or endurance.”

In a proclamation to the army and
navy the Kaiser says:

“The strength and will of the
enemy are not yet broken. We must
continue the severe struggle in order
to gecure the safety of our beloved
homeland and preserve the honor of
the Fatherland and the greatness of
the empire.”
